Ac. &c. I \fould recommend a difl’uront 
course, viz. ; On finding a yeof, and forming 
a company to work it, lot the reef bo tho- 
rouglily prospected, and the quantity of 
quartz cstimatod, to a given depth, and, if j 
possible, .as many tons' of stone raised as, at 
the estimated yield, will cover the expense 
of the requisite machinery. Tlic reef would 
thus find the mill, instead of, .as is usually 
tho case, the mill having to find the reef. 
Further, no one should rush into such a 
speculation without a considerable stock of 
patience and capital, as it is generally found 
tluat a successful result can only bo achieved 
by a hu-ge expenditure of both. 

“Crusher” has said all that is required on 
tho subject of inanagomcnt ; so it will be uii- ' 
necessary for me to travel again over tho 
ground. I will only reiterate his .advice,— 
Got a competent man if lio is to bo had for 
money. It will take a very ricli reef indeed 
to counterbalance the evils of misinaiiagc- 
luent. 

I notice here generally th.at the mills are 
at an inconvenient distance from the mines.

Your correspondent “ Crusher,” speaking 
for himself and tho piihlic, decries my humble 
efforts to afford .and elicit information in re- 
lation to quartz-mining and gold-production 
as uninteresting. \VclI, such may be tlic 
ease ; all people are not alike, — and probably 
“ Crusher,” in following the avocation his 
niim de plume implies, has become too “ mer- 
curial ” to partake of such heavy mental }tn- 
liutum <as geological study and rcscarcli. He 
should, however, remember that to accom- 
plisli his desire of “ making our poor reefs 
jiay,” a slight acquaintance on tlio part of 
inan.agcrs with geology would not be amiss, 
so th.at in tho event of meeting ivilli “faults," 
or any of the thousand-and-one peculi.aritios ’ 
of qnartz-lodcs, they may know them at' 
sight, when again to expect them, and liow 
to deal witli them. Miners liave greater op- 
portuuitic.s of gaining practical infonnation,
